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MR. LAKE INTERVIEWED.

Rev. John Lake Gives Out In.
teresting Information Con.
cernin; Conditions in
‘China.

While admitting that at presen
things look rather pessimistic in
China and that there has been an
adverse reaciion fullowing the two
years of rapid advancement made by
the young republic, the Rev. John
Lake, missionary at Canton, who i-
at 1he sanitarium, believes that ther
will be a change for the betterin
the near 1atare, and that once start
ed the republic will thrive and ad
vance rapidly. '

Mr. Lake otates that the Chines:
are quick to learn and that already
great things have been accomplish-
ed with them by outside workers
Many of the barbarous customs such
as binding the feet of the women,
wearing of pig tailg, and so on, have
bren almost enurely abolished 1o
thix part of ¢'hina.

For the past ten years Mr. Lake
and his wife have heen in the Yap-
tist mission in Canton. While a
great deal of work has been done in
the e¢ity itself, th y have had charge
of chapels and schools spre'ld over
geveral hundred miles of territory
in the Sz Yap region, near Canton,
and bouth he and his wife were of-
ten called upon to make trips sever-
al handred miles up the shallow
rivers in light draft barues.

Qwing to the fact that most of
th.se rivers are only a few inche:
deep the boats are 1ecessarily small
and lor weeks at a time Mr. Laki
and his wife have lived inasmali
“junk,” oceupying one side of the
pmall shelter, while the Chinesw
family that owned the bhoeat ocen
pied ke other half. The cabins on
these river boats are so low thata
personsamnot etond npig them.. =«

During a very .trying voyagein
October in one of these crade crafts.
Mrs. Lake's health gave out and re
alizing that she was in a critical con-
ditien Mr. Lake rashed with her to
2 small island in.the ocean, not far
from land where a chapel waslo
cated, hoping that the fresh ais
wcald be good for her. He was ad-
Vised Nowever to come to America
where she could receive proper care.

Having heard of the sanitariam.
be decided to come to Bartle Creek
"Je passed Shanghai'on Novembe:
% en rounte to America, and a shoit
time afterwards was on the busom
o1 1be swormy Pacitie, on buard th
Empress of Russia. He reached
Eattle Creek on November 29. be
jore January 7 be was again in
China in the longitude of Shanghai,
having ecircumnavigated the glohe
in less than two months, over tws
weekn of which time was rpent o1
s speaking tour in the souther:

In reality then
he had been round the world in les
than 45 traveling cCays. After th

Mr. and Mrs. Lake have written
and pubiished a number of book:
for Chinese children and grown-ups
Mr. Lake has also edited severa'
Chinese relizious magazines. All of
thess books and magzines are atart
ed at the apper right corner of whai
would be the last page in Euglish
and read backward, as lovked a1
from an American standpoint. Mr.
Lake 18 also a2 very pleasing writer
o' noetry and he has prhlished one
volume of his verses. Most of these
Wwere writlet Hprumptu to his wite
in lettersa which he mer¢ her from
time to time. In his last jonrney he
sent a poem from almost every stop.
One describing a trip acrose the con-
tinent on the tians-Siberian railroad
is expeciallyy good. Mrs. Lake has
gaved these pecms and copied them
in a note book and they will proba-
bly be published in the future. The
money which Mr. Lake receivea for
this work he uses in missionary

work.

a miracle, as the result of a Ford
auLomubile, being driven by Mr.
Wates, colliding with a Southern
Railroad freight train in Bath, S.

The two men were pirked up by
the train ecrew and rushed to the

the train, arriving at 9:20 o’clock
Mr. Wates was immediately put up-
on the operating table and when last
heard from was resting well, Mr
Fowler, after his injuries weré ex.

Editor Advertiser:- I am going to
relate an incident that took place
while the seventh Souath Carolina
recriment was in camp at Fling /il
Virginia, of which I wus a witness
of the facts leading to the challenge
and also a witness at the dnel.

.And I shall never forget just how
[ felv that morning, for everything
that took place there was burnt into
my memory then and it is as fresh
to-dav. It was this way. Ernest
Seibles was our mijor. I was a pri-
vate soldier on duty, my beat being
in front of his teat. Bwk and forth
I would tramp; and in this tent
major Seiblesand Capt. Bland, both
of the ~eventh regiment and (bosom
friends ) were engaged in a friendl:
game of chess. A difference arose,
then a dwpuw, hot words, and a
\astinsnlt ziven that could not be
recalled nor allowed to pass un-
noticed. Challenze is offered by
Capt. Bland and accepted by major
Secibles, seconds appuinted, pistols
chosen; distance, twenly paces; lime
sunrise next morning, on a hillside
across the branch near the outskirts
of the eamp. This duel I wasde
termined to see if possible. My cap-
tain, J. H. Brouks was Capl
Bland’s second, and Col. A, B
Cash of the eizht Sonth Carolina
reriment was major Seibles, second.

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myself slipped off over the branch
and crawled through the brush and
over lozs and lay down behind 2
hig poplar tree. In a shart while we
saw a lone ambnlance coming from
tha other side of the hill, followed
by two surgeons. then the: prmclpnls
with their seconds at a respectful
Jdistance. On reaching the spot chus-
en lots were cast for choiee of sta~
tions. This fell to Capt. Bland. The
distance was measured with me-
chanical exactness, duelinz pistols
produced, each second loading that’
of his principal.

The
seconds ca.lled out 1n calm deliber-
we tones, “‘Gentlemen, are you
ready?”’ Then, “Ready, aim, fire.”
“One, two, three, stop.” The shoot-
e must  take place between the
vords “fire and stop,”’ or during
he count of one, two, three. There
vas & matter at issue dearer than
country, wife or child. It was honor
wnd a true Soutn  Carolinian of the

As the word fire was
given two pistol shots’ rang out on
b stitlness of the morning air.

A nod of satisfaction
18 iven and acknowledged by both
seconds. Capt. Bland retires on the
arm of his second Capt. J. H.
isrovks, with the wajor now bleed-
ny pwfnp-ulx from a wound in the
chest. The matter was kept quieb
and no action taken. Major Seibles
died the following year, while the
gallant Bland was killed at Chicka-
sauga while leading as colonel the
eventh regiment in battle.

Some years before this I had read
w account. of the duel betwecn
brooks and Wigfall, believing then
that the code of honor was the best
vav Lo settle a diticuity.
